—Earl Long, brother of the late 
Senator Huey P. Long, received a 
top-heavy vote over Sam Houstgn 
Jones in yesterday's Democratic 
runoff primary election for Gov- 
ernor. 

An unofficial count of ballots 

cast in 1108 of the 1878 precincts 
gave Long 252,008 votes to 143,- 
507 for Jones. 
_ The nomination assures Long’s 
‘election in this traditional Demo- 
cratic stronghold of the deep 
South. Republicans, who claimed 
only about 5000 registered voters 
in Louisiana's last gefieral elec- 
tion two years ago, have not de- 
cided’ whether they will bother to 
put up a candidate.

He explained his comeback, aft- 
er being beaten for Governor in 
1940 and Lieutenant Governor in 
1944, this way: “I think maybe 
the Lord decided I could make a 
better Governor at 52 than at 44.” 

Yesterday was Earl Long’s only 
state-wide victory except for elec- 
tion as Lieutenant Governor in 
1936, the year after Huey’s death. 
He became Governor in 1939 when 
Richard W. Leche resigned. He 
was Governor about 11 months. 
Leche and several other political 
leaders went to prison for various 
misuses of state funds and prop- 
erty. Earl Long was never charged 
with any offense. He stressed this 
fact in his latest ‘campaign. 

Jones and Earl Long staged a 
bitter campaign. Each accused 
the other ofvirregularities in in- 
come tax returns, Each promised 
a veterans’ bonus, benefits for the 
aged and ailing, better roads and 
schools.

There were about 25.9 birtha for 
each 1000 population in 1947, This 
was the highest rate on record and

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)-— 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic floor leader, has told 
Republican members of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee they may 
get Democratic support for a tax 
cut up to four billion dollars. 

Barkley told a reporter yester- 
day he had suggested that mem- 
bers get together on a bill which 
could have bi-partisan backing 
when it reaches the Senate floor. 
His action was interpreted as vir- 
tual abandonment of President 
Truman’s request for a $40 cost- 
of-living’ tax cut for everyone, to 
be balanced by a boost in corpo- | 
ration levies. 

The Republican plan is to cut 
individual income levies without 
increasing corporation taxes, 

Reserves One Right. ; 

Barkley reserved the right to 
offer an Administration bill if 
Republicans and Democrats Can- 
not agree on a compromise well 
under the $6,300,000,000 cut voted 
earlier by the House. 

“I don’t think there is any Ppo- 
litical advantage to be gained 
either way on this matter of re- 
ducing taxes,” Barkley said. 

“I think we could agree on a 
reduction somewhere between 
three billion and four billion dol- 
lars. But I believe it would be | 
dangerous to go over four billions. 

Chairman Millikin, Rep., Colo- 
rado, of the Senate finance group 
has made it plain that the Senate , 
tetends to pare the House reduc- 
tion, 

Cut In House Total. 

Most committee members think 
the House total will be cut by 
halving the 10-20-30 per cent range 
of reductions in individuals’ taxes 
approved by that body. This would 
mean an over-all cut of about 
$4,500,000,000 if other sections of 
the House bill remain intact. 

Millikin would not comment on 
Barkley's suggestion. Friends said 
he would welcome Democratic 
support but is determined to keep 
the Republican label on the tax 
bill The Republican view is that, 
because President Truman vetoed 
two tax-cutting bills last year, 
they want the country to know 
that it was Republicans who fina)- | 
ly cut taxes.

The new cabinet besides the 12 
Communists has 11 other leftists 
of pronounced Communist lean- 
ing, a number of whom had brok- 
en from their parties in the crisis 
which led to the Communist coup. 
They were three Social Demo- 
crats, two independents, two Na- 
tional Socialists, two Peoples 
party members and two Slovak 
Democrats. . 

Included in the cabinet were 
Jan Masaryk, a non-party mem- 
ber, who retains the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, and Zdenek Fier- 
linger, a leftwing Social Demo- 
crat, and former Premier, 

The Social Democrats in the 
cabinet represent the party which 
has been a key to the current 
crisis. It swung back to the sup- 
port of the Communists this week 
after several months of estrange- 
ment and, with the switch, Fier- 
linger vaulted to power again. 
Fierlinger, a pro-Communist who 
was deposed as party chairman 
last year, becomes Minister of In- 
dustry in the new cabinet, 

(The retention of Masaryk, the 
Associated Press said, raised the 
possibility that Benes had reached 
some sort of a compromise with 
the Communists. Masaryk fre- 
quently has spoken in favor of 
collaboration with the western 
democracies.) 

Students Anti-Communist, 

The students on whom the po- 
lice were reported to have fired 
were anti-Communist. 

Persons arriving at the scene a 
little later said the students were 
chanting Uzech police fire into 
Czech students,” and “seventeenth 
of November” — the day in 1939 
when German po!:ce shot nine 
Czech students. 

“Police officials attempted to 
dissuade the students from con- 
tinuing any further and break up 
their demonstration,” Joseph Kol- 
arek, press attache of the Ameri- 
can Embassy, who witnessed the 
police action, reported.

Mayor explained, “the city of 
course would exact guarantees as 
to the type of buildings to be 
erected, rents to be charged and 
the like.

Previous Proposal. 


Head three weeks ago proposed 
a city bond issue of $7,500,000 to 
$10,000,000 fér acquisition of sites 
for housing projects to be erected 
by private or civic enterprise. The 
Mayor today said further studies 
may show the need for even larger 
sums, 

Speaking at a commission meet- 
ing at the Noonday Club, the May- 
or told the group “some kind of 
Federal housing program” will 
soon be forthcoming, adding that 
“St. Louis must prepare itself to 
be the beneficiary of any such un- 
dertaking, and the plan offered to- 
day should place us in a most fa- 
vorable position.” 

The Mayor told the Commission 
that the city administration would 
sponsor a bond issue of such an 
amount and at such a time as 
might be mutually agreeable to 
the Commission and the adminis- 
tration. He suggested that the 
bond issue election be held in con- 
nection with either the scheduled 
August or November elections this 
year. 

Expense Could Be Avoided. 

“The expenses of a special elec- 
tion can be obviated if in the 
opinion of the Commission the 
matter should go to the electorate 
this year,” the Mayor said, “Time 
is of the essence, Rot stops for 
no man.” 

Concentration in the area des- 
ignated, he said, not only would 
provide new rental housing for 
lower income families, but would 
“do more to rehabilitate the city 
generally than a similar under- 
taking in any other part of the 
city.” 

“Almost all St. Louisans and all 
visitors are funneled through this 
central pathway,” the Mayor con- 
tinued. “It should be and could 
be one of the showplaces of the 
city.” 

Won't Throw Tenants Into Streets 


He emphasized that persons liv- 
ing in the areas to be razed would 
be given “positive assurance” 
they will not be displaced unless 
other living quarters are avail- 
able. “The plan will be self-de- 
feating if it throws people into 
the streets,” he asserted. 


The Mayor added: “Several am- 
bitious projects have been en- 
visaged for other sections of the 
city. It is our profound hope that 
their respective sponsors, instead 
of being deterred by the plan we 
are discussing today, rather will 
be encouraged to carry their plans 
to fruition just as rapidly as pos- 
sible.” 

Pointing out that the projected 
development of a national] park 
on the Mississippi riverfront is an 
invitation to the world to visit 
St. Louis, the Mayor said: 

“In developing our long-neglect- 
ed riverfront, we are providing 
the city with a befitting front 
yard. Unless at the same time, 
however, we eradicate and replace 
the slum areas, we shall be in ef- 
fect beautifying one side of this 
downtown district and allowing 
the other three to keep on rotting, 
We shall be in the position of a 
householder with a tidy little 
front yard and the rest of the 
place overrun with debris and 
filth.” 

In the 156-acre area proposed 
by the Mayor for slum clearance 
are buildings with a total assessed 
valuation of $17,738,000. There are 
about 9500 inhabitants in the area, 
about 90 per cent of them Ne- 
groes. Previous proposals have 
suggested that the larger indus- 
trial buildings between Seven- 
teenth and Twenty-first streets 
and the frontage on the south 
side of Olive street and Lindell 
boulevard not be razed. This 
would reduce the total assessed 
valuation for the remaining prop- 
erty to about $16,300,000. 

It is estimated that the prop- 
erties could be acquired for about 
the amount of the assessed valua- 
tions. If the city were required 
to sel] the area for less than the 
cost of acquisition and clearing, 
_ bond issue would absorb that 
oss. 

Even with park and playground 
development in the area which the 
Mayor suggested, modern mass 
housing would provide about 6000 
dwelling units, as compared with 
the present 2500 units. These 
would accommodate about 19,000 
persons, about twice the present 
population.

As if by long arranged plan, 
within an hour after the strike 
was ordered, long lines of workers 
wearing red armbands marched 
through Wenceslaus Square. Over 
the marchers fluttered Czech, 
Russian and trade union flags. 

They crossed the Vitava river 
bridge and wound slowly toward 
Hradcany. At street corners 
throughout the city, groups of 
workers got in formation behind 
flags and moved in to attach 
themselves to the procession. 

Their destination was the big 
square front sixteenth century 
castle which dominates Prague 
from the hilltop on the west side 
of the city.

FRAUD INDICATED 
INSETTLING | IN 20 
WAR CONTRACTS

WASHINGTON, Feb, 25—Comp- 
troller General Lindsay C, War- 
ren took another pot shot at the 
War Contracts Settlement Act to- 
day. He reported to Congress his 
conclusion that 10 per cent of the 
settlements involved fraud or 
overpayments. 

On the basis of 7000 setUements 
examined by his office as a sam- 
ple, Warren said, indications are 
that the Government lost more 
than $8,000,000 through fraudulent 
or negligent overpayments, 

The report said that as of the 
first of this year the General Ac- 
counting Office had referred to

Fraud Practices Cited. 

In general the complaints of 
fraud are based on such practices 
as understating the value of in- 
ventories, overstating the per- 
centage of completion of termi- 
nated contracts, valuing tools as 
scrap rather than as useful equip- 
ment, improper allocation of over- 
head expenses, duplicate charges 
to the Government for materials 
and completed items, and failing 
to credit the Government with 
discounts earned for cash pay- 
ment for supplies.

in a second hand Hupmobile, find- 
ing the organism which causes 
heartwater, a Rickettsial disease 
much like spotted fever and ty- 
phus. It was known that heart- 
water, which causes inflammation 
of the mucous membranes, is 
transmitted by ticks, Dr. Cowdry’s 
job was to find out what the ticks 
put into the animals in order to 
infect them, 

That involved a long process of 
peering through a microscope at 
hundreds of thin slices of various 
tissues from infected animals. He 
was looking for structures whose 
shape and behavior were different 
from all the cells that belonged in 
the tissue. He finally found them 
in a slice of kidney. To prove that 
these were the culprits, he isolated 
some, grew more experimentally 
in ticks and then injected them 
into healthy animals, When the 
“nimals came down with heart- 
water, he knew he had discovered 
tre parasite which causes the dis- 
ease. Other scientists then devel- 
oped a vaccine to protect animals 
from it ravages. 

Trip to ‘Tunis. 

Returning to the Rocke“eller In- 
stitute in 1925, the Cowdrys were 
off again *in 1928, this time to 
Tunis in an attempt to find out 
whether the kind of malaria mon- 
keys contract is related to human 
malaria, Reason for the research 
was that in some years, malaria is 
much more prevalent than in 
others. The reservoir which keeps 
the malaria germs alive during the 
off-years, scientists thought, might 
be monkeys. Dr. Cowdry didn’t 
find out, but he did unearth| many 
of the details of the reproduction 
cycle of the malaria organisms. 

When he came back to the Unit- 
ed Statés, he was appointed pro- 
fessor of cytology at Washington 
University, but was returned on 
loan to the Rockefeller Institute 
to continue his studies of tropical

Nine years ago a tyrant aggressor moved in 
on the Republic of Czechoslovakia. The opposi- 
tion press was silenced. Enemies of the occu- 
pation were jailed. Secret police were placed 
on watch against patriots who might still re- 
sist. Then the Second World War was fought 
and Czechoslovakia, was liberated. Yesterday, 
the country was enslaved again by another ty- 
rant aggressor, by much the same process as 
before. : 

The lesson of Czechoslovakia is cléar. Small, 
isolated nations create a vacuum of power which 
invites a strong and ruthless neighbor to move 
in and absorb them. 

This is a lesson which the United States, as 
well as Czechoslovakia, needs to learn.» Twice 
in a little more than a generation American money 
and American blood have been spent to help 
free Europe from the clutch of an aggressor. 
And each time we have returned home without 
sponsoring such a union of European states as 
might enable the Continent to maintain its own 


? 


equilibrium and security without periodic help - 


from across the sea. 

Woodrow Wilson’s greatest error in interna- 
tional statesmansHip was his insistence on “lan- 
guage boundaries.” He re-drew the map of Ev- 
rope, dividing big nations into small on the 
principle of self-determination. To this extent, 
he left Europe worse off than it was before the 
First World War. The little nations he helped 
create were not economically or militarily cap- 
able of taking care of themselves. 

Wilson’s mistake was obvious. Between the 
two wars, it was repeatedly singled out and em- 
phasized by historians and statesmen. But we 
fought the Second World War and won it— 
with our Allies—without seeking to remedy the 
error we had made before. 

Actually the situation now is much worse than 
it was in the '20s. For now, not one first rate 
power is left on the Continent of Europe except 
Russia. The British Isles, off the Continent, are 
themselves no longer a first-rate power. 

Unless these lesser powers which are still free 
unite for their own protection, they have no 
assurance of security or independence, short of 


what is offered by the United States. And thére 


is no guaranty that a revival of isolationism 
may not rob them of American aid at the time 
they need it most. 

Fortunately, Europe is beginning to realize 
this. Under the leadership of Prime Minister 
Attlee and Foreign Secretary Bevin of Great 
Britain, Western Europe is moving toward fed- 
eration. Mr. Attlee has said, “Europe must unite 
or perish.” Most of the thoughtful statesmen of 
the other Western nations—except those, like 
Sweden and Norway, under the Soviet shadow 
—have made similar statements. 

But there is an inclination to stop short of the 
firm bonds necessary to create a strong union. 
There is much talk of mere customs unions and 
treaties of alliance. Such measures are too weak, 
too ephemeral. 

The European Recovery Program, financed 
largely by the United States, gives this country 
the influence to insist on a European union 
which will go far enough in the pooling of na- 
tional sovereignty to create a permanent power, 
able to serve as a counterbalance for the Soviet 
colossus. 

Americans have every right to insist that such 
a union be made a condition of aid under the 
Marshall plan. For the one justification of the 
Marshali-pian expenditure is to enable Western 
Europe to stand on its own feet, and to cease 
to be an economic and military ward of the 
United States. 


Headache in Arcadia 

Many St. Louisans have fled to St. Louis county 
from city taxes and problems, but the escape 
may prove only temporary. The county has be- 
come more urban and developed urban head- 
aches. For instance, its central government's 
quarter-million-dollar surplus of 1943 has dwin- 
died to a prospective deficit of nearly a millio 
dollars for the end of 1948. 

County Court bravely promises to pare the 
budget. But county residents demand city- 
quality services, which cost money. So, just as 
St. Louis was driven to emergency taxes, the 
county is seeking permission to increase some of 
its levies. 3 | 

Actually, the county is more poorly equipped 
than the city to operate economically. A single 
government does most of the work in St. Louis, 
but the county has some 200 governments. This 
is a main reason that it needs the proposed 
home-rule charter. 

Home rule is no magic wand to make a sound 
fabric of the 200-piece patchwork. But it would 
lessen the need for patches. Over the years, it 
would facilitate the consolidation of functions 
now wastefully scattered. It would save money 
quickly by letting sub-governments appoint the 
county a central contractor for services per- 
formed separately today or, because of exces- 
sive costs, not performed at all. 

Charter petitions have been circulated in a 
desultory way for many months. They should be 
dusted off and completed. 
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A Loop-Hole That Needs Closing 

There is a joker in Missouri's Habitual Crim- 
inal Act—Section 4854 of the Revised Statutes, 
to be specific—which ought to be thrown out 
of the deck. 

This section provides additional punishment 
for those who commit another crime after they 
have been “discharged either upon pardon or 
upon compliance with the sentence” imposed tor 
a previous penitentiary offense. 

The usefulness of such additional punishment 
as a crime deterrent hardly needs to be‘ re- 
emphasized. The trouble—as Hugh P. William- 
son, prosecuting attorney of Callaway County, 
pointed out in a recent letter to the Post- 
Dispatch—is that the words quoted in the pre- 
ceding paragraph actually put some habitual 
eriminals beyond the reach of the Habitual 
Criminal Act. Escaped felons and those free on 
parole are unwittingly protected by this inept 
wording against additional punishment as ‘re- 
peaters” in the event of their conviction of an- 
other crime. 

Unless such offenders take the stand and 
themselves testify as to their previous record, 
Section 4082 of the statutes keeps the prosecutor 
from calling the previous offense to the atten- 
tion of the jury. And, of course, few defendants 
knowingly waive their constitutional right to 
refrain from self-incrimination. 

Mr. Williamson’s letter has come to the at- 
tention of State Senator Hartwel] G. Crain of 
St. Louis County who yesterday introduced a 
bill to close this technical loop-hole. The joker 
tan be torn up very easily simply by eliminating 
from Section 4854 the words limiting the classi- 
fication of habitual criminals to those who “shall 
be discharged, either upon pardon or upon com- 
pliance with the sentence.” Without those words, 


the statute would cover all those guilty of more 
than one penitentiary offense. 

The change is hardly to be opposed by any 
but lawyers more interested in outs for crimi- 
nal clients than in the protection of the people 
of Missouri.

Now“for Action on Kickbacks 


Dr. Lawrence Post’s suggestions for eliminat- 
ing the kickback racket in eyeglasses deserves 
careful consideration by the professional socie- 
ties which have pledged themselves against.this 
evil. 

Four possible avenues of attack are suggested. 
They are: 1. Limitation of the number of retail’ 
opticians, in the interest of the economical dis- 
pensing of eyeglasses. 2. Separation of examina- 
tion fees from the price of eyeglasses by op- 
tometrists. 3. Issuance annually of an approved 
list of retail opticians, based on sworn state- 
ments by their certified public accountants that 
they have not given kickbacks in the preceding 
year. 4. A city ordinance prohibiting the giving 
and taking of kickbacks, 

These measures may not all be feasible or de- 


"sirable; Dr. Post has offered them not as dogma 


but as a practical basis for discussion. At the 
least they offer practical means of discovering 
who is giving and accepting rebates, and of 
discouraging the practice with public exposure 
and legal penalties. 

Leadership against the kickback racket has 
been volunteered by the council of the St. Louis 
Medical Society and the Missouri State Medical 
Association, with the support of the St. Louis 
Ophthalmic Society and the St. Louis County 
Medical Society. Now that Dr. Post has broken 
the ice, will they put their promise of leader- 
ship into practice by djscussing it among them- 
selves and with the public, and by getting be- 
hind a program of action? 

Such a program should take in not merely 
kickbacks in eyeglasses, with which Dr. Post 
as an ophthalmologist is specially concerned, but 
kickbacks in the whole field of medical services 
and supplies. | 

In the anti-kickback campaign in Los Ange- 
les it was discovered that laboratories offered 
50 per cent kickbacks to physicians in all sorts 
of services to the patient. 

Is anything of that sort going on in St. Louis? 


Are physicians getting rebates from pharma-— 


cists or other medical suppliers? 

These are questions which the professional 
societies will need to answer to their own satis- 
faction and to the satisfaction of the public. We 
trust that the resolutions of reform which they 
have made will be put promptly into perform- 
ance. 
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The Choolookians Are Right 


This country is getting a lot of justified criti- 
cism in Russia because a New York Judge has 
ruled that a Soviet Armenian father and mother 
are not entitled to have three of their children, 
now in a New York church orphanage. Letters 
in Communist papers describe fhe United States 
as heartless and cruel in keeping the children 
away from their parents. The father and moth- 
er, Mr. and Mrs. Hamportzoon Choolookian, took 
two other children with them when they re- 
turned to Soviet Armenia three months ago, but 
were unable to make arrangements for the three 
left behind. There is only one issue here and 
that is the right of parents to the custody and 
education of their children, It is not for ws to 
force American citizenship on anyone, What Rus- 
sia might do under similar circumstances is no 
guide. Our country should speed the Choolooki- 
an children to their parents, 
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Small-Loan Merry-Go-Round Again? 


The small-loan carousel seems to have been 
set a-rolling on the same old track in Jefferson 
City once more. By a vote of 24 to 5, the Senate 
yesterday adopted a bill which would permit 
the lenders to charge at least the unreasonable 
rate of 26 per cent a year—and under certain 
circumstances twice that much. 

Unless the merry-go-round jumps the track, 
one may next expect a squawk from the lower 
house—and perhaps a bill calling for a more 
acceptable rate. Then the two bills will go into 
conference, The senatorial friends of the small- 
loan lobby will again turn on their powers of 


persuasion. The representatives of the House 


will yield. An unsatisfactory bill will get to the 
Governor's desk. Veto. 

All this has happened twice before. The same 
music is being played on the calliope this time: 
the small-loan. companies are the people’s best 
friends; they want to charge 26 per cent interest 
to protect the public against the sharks and sal- 
ary-buyers who would try to get away with 500 
per cent. 

Of course, the score is played low when it 
comes to the exorbitant insurance policies which 
small-loan customers have had to pay since the 
new Constitution knocked out the old 36 per 
cent law. And it is softer still when it gets to 
the bankers’ offer to do this kind of business 
at a flat 16 per cent a year. 

It ought to be plain even to legislators that 
Missourians are tired of this tune, but it looks 
as if another merry-go-round ride has started. 
If so, it ought to stop just whére the other two 
did. Veto.

In the design and construction of campaign 
promises, the Wallace party has a lot to learn 


from more experienced campaigners, For in- 
stance, the executive board of Missour! Citizens 
for Wallace has just produced some which are 
only about the size and weight of ordinary Demo- 
cratic and Republican campaign promises. 

The third party could do ‘a lot better than 
that, It is not working under the handicap that 
holds down*‘the old-line parties—-the possibility 
that its candidate may be elected and its prom- 
ises will become due and payable. The sky is its 
limit, and yet what does it promise? 

It promises abolition of the state sales tax: 
Why stop there arbitrarily? Why not abolish all 
taxes?

Our view of it is that the Wallaceites just 
haven't got the feel of their work. They don’t 
throw themselves into it. Or maybe they don’t 
realize the full magnificence of their oppor- 
tunity. It isn’t every day that 4 candidate’s hat 
can be tossed over the moon with no more haz- 
ard than if it were being hung on a hatrack.

LONDON. 
The first stage of one of the gfeatest 
concepts in modern history—a Western 
union of European nations—is over. The 
idea caught the imagination of a_ sick 
world. It made sense and it held out hope 
of sanity and international health. 


Britain’s Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 


who made the original proposal a month 
ago, never underestimated the difficulties 
Or the time that ' 

would be needed to. 

carry out his sugges- 

tion. 


Mr. Bevin hesitated 
so long for two rea- 
sons. He wanted first 
to asstire himself 
that cooperation 
with the Soviet 
Union and the East- 
ern bloc had become 
impossible in the 
present  circum- 
stances, The breakdown of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers in December convinced 
him of that. 


The next thing he had to be sure of 
was support of the British people. After 
all, a Western union, as he called it meant 
the abandonment of policies that Britain 
has followed for centuries, It | required 
an end of the balance-of-power policy, 
ahandonment of insularism and the linking 
and merging of Britain into the European 
Continent not as a directing or periphery 
force, but as an integral part.

Anglo-French Keystone 


For Mr. Bevin and other British leaders, 
the; keystone would have to be Anglo 
French co-operation. 

The Western union was conceived on an 
evening in the middle of December as the 
Council of Foreign Ministers was drawing 
to its unhappy close. 

On the British side there were not only 
Mr. Bevin, Prime Minister Attlee and other 
top Government leaders but also Winston 
Churchill. Someone who was there drew 
an amusing but dramatic picture of the old 
Tory, in his fluent but atrocious French 
exhorting Foreign Minister Bidault, Am- 
bassador Massigli and other French leaders 
to abandon their ancient hatred of Germany. 


There are few men alive who can be 
more é¢loquent or impressive than Mr. 
Churchill, and he had M, Bidault agreeing 
with him tn short order. 

That evening ended with such a glowing 
sense of Anglo-French entente that cer- 
tainly the Britons present felt that a new 
and happy era had begun. French states- 
men agreed to support a Western union. 


So when Mr, Bevin made his announce- 
ment to the House of Commons after the 
Christmas recess he said the first step 
would be understanding with France. Next 
would come Benelux, then other powers 
like Portugal, Italy and, if possible, the 
Scandinavian countries. 

The Benelux countries favor a Western 
union in principle but are not quite happy 
about the proposed treaty that is going to 


link all the nations of the Western union . 


in the future. The British Foreign Office 
put forward a draft based on the Treaty of 
Dunkerque with France, and with some 
changes it proved acceptable to Paris. 


ERP Is Binding Force 


However, the Benelux nations do not 
feel that it provides satisfactory security. 
The Dunkerque treaty was aimed at meet- 
ing possible German aggression in the 
future, but it is felt that there are other 
possible aggressors and that a wider, firm- 
er guarantee must be evolved which would 
still keep the Western union within the 
terms of the United Nations Charter. 


Western .union, European customs union, 
United States of Europe are all interlock- 
ing” concepts not only among themselves 
but most immediately with the Marshall 
plan, which today is: the great binding 
force that willy-nilly is bringing all coun- 
tries of Western Europe together. 


American enthusiasm for Bevin's sug- 
gested union hasn’t been lost on Europe. 


Britain has had the satisfaction of seeing 
the Western union idea warmly welcomed 
in her commonwealth. The dominions 
clearly would rather see their mother coun- 
try adopting a European than an oceanic 
or imperial policy. 

Western union may have fts evil fairy 
on the Eastern side of Europe but it has 
lots of good fairies watching over it in 
other parts of the globe. It is only a very 
little baby as yet, but it is a lusty one. 


Tool for the “Smoke Lobby” - 


From the Cincinnati Post 


The Post views with some apprehension 
the proposal to extend the emorgency period 
during which high-volatile coal may be 
burned in hand-fired stoves and furnaces. 
The smoke ordinance was suspended late 
in January during a period of prolonged 
and unusually cold weather. The time of 
suspension was generous—until March 1. 
The situation did not involve a total col- 
lapse of the delivery of “legal coal” to this 
city; in spite of many difficulties, the city 
was receiving within 15,000 tons monthly 
of its needs. . 

The argument made today for the sec- 
ond suspension is a new one. It does not 
concern the needs of consumers during the 
current spring-like weather. It is that a 
further suspension will allow stock-piling, 
storing up low-volatile coal in dealers’ yards 
and consumers’ bins. It is argued, and 
sincerely, that a further suspension now 


may avert the necessity of another suspen- 
sion next winter. 

This, we submit, is a strained interpre- 
tation of the emergency clause in the ordi- 
nance. That clause, as we read it, was 
written to keep Cincinnatians from freez- 
ing in their homes. It was meant to meet 
an immediate. hardship, or threat of it, and 
not" to meet a crisis which might occur 
sometime in the future. 

This city’s smoke ordinance still has 
many enemies. Friends of the smoke or- 
dinance may be interested to know of an 
incident which occurred last week in Mil 
waukee. At a hearing on a new St. Louis- 
type smoke law, coal dealers exhibited 
copies of Cincinnati papers reporting the 
suspension of the ordinance, They said this 
proved that the low-volatile coal clause, 
the heart of the law, had failed in Cin- 
cinnati!

These—to retain power 
in a political democracy—must 
conciliate the masaes, only to find 
that perpetual conciliation is in- 
compatible with fulfilling any 
blueprint. 

In this respect the Communists, 
who maintain that parliamentary 
democracy is only the’ political 
form of a bourgeois economy and 
incompatible with. socialism, 
which requires dictatorship, are 
the more logical socialists, 

Yet the organized workers ev- 
erywhere are helping along the 
new feudalism—the benevolent 
though tyrannical state which un- 
dertakes to protect the individual 
from the cradle to the grave. The 
rise of the working class to po- 
litical and economic pre-eminence 
is the outstanding fact of the 
epoch and is furthering the dis- 
solution of the past century’s 
ideals. 


‘Can’t Go On Forever.’ 


Workers are not capitalists. 
They expect always to work for 
a boss but want to choose him 
and decide, directly or via the 
state, their working conditionm 

Their aim, in essence, is ever- 
increasing purchasing power with 
more leisure. But when they 
choose the state as boss, or as 
controller of the bosses, the state 
must either make the books bal- 
ance at some time or other by 
refusing workers’ demands or bor- 
rowing from abroad to meet the 
deficits, 

So far all socialist and partly 
socialist states are living to a 
greater or lesser degree from the 
surpluses of the least socialist of 
all tountries—the United States.

Joseph Szigeti’s violin recital, 
given last night in Kiel Auditori- 
um under the auspices of the Civ- 


ic Music League, proved that the 
dispensing of musical lollypops is 
not necessary to a popular suc- 
cess. Mr. Szigeti’s program was 
substantial, varied and superior, 
and the audience—like the soloist 
~~ seemed to grow fresher and 
more interested as the evening 
progressed. The best evidence 
that his performance was evoking 
a -high degree of responsiveness 
was the fact that he played five 
encores and not all of them baga- 
telles. Altogether the concert was 
a triumph for good taste, good 
judgment and consistently lumi- 
nous musicianship. 

Mr, Szigeti began his perform- 
ance with the least beguiling com- 
position on his list-—-Beethoven’'s 
“Kreutzer” sonata for violin and 
piano, Nobody could make the 
first movement really “sound,” 
but Mr. Szigeti and his able col- 
league at the piano, Joseph Le- 
vine, formulated the architecture 
of the piece so clearly that the 
listener could admire its form 
even if he were not attracted by 
its content. The same may be 
said of the finale. The more lyr- 
ical Andante with variations was 
a fascinating mosaic, with each 
section given a special character 
an. a life of its own.

He was president of the Fourth 
International Cancer Research 
Congress, which was held here 
last September, and is the United 
States representative on the Inter- 
national Cancer Research Com- 
mission, which was organized at 
that meeting. 

Outlines a Program. 

Supporting a bill which was in- 
troduced in Congress last year to 
appropriate $100,000,000 for five 
years of cancer research, he out- 


clude $30,000,000 for pilot cancer 
centers to extend research facili- 
ties, $60,000,000 for long-term re- 
search grants, $12,000,000 for build- 
ing and operating an institute to 
produce special supplies and 
equipment, $4,000,000 for research 
panels and $3,000,000 to promote 
international co-operation in can- 
cer research, . 

Most important, he thinks, is an 
increase in the salaries paid to 
scientists who are attacking the 
problem. The program he outlined 
would cost more than $100,000,000, 
but he suggested that it extend for 
20 years, not for five years alone. 

“We should not delay attempts 
at cure until we learn the cause 
of cancer,” he said recently. “We 
should remember that the cures 
for such things as malaria, sctr- 
vy and other devastating diseases 
were found before we knew what 
caused them.”

HE Voice is accepted by most 
T people as an indication of the 

quality of its owner’s mind and 
character. Usually it is an ac- 
curate indication. A high-pitched 
excited tone, loud and vibrant, ex- 
presses that sort of personality 
and warns listeners to avoid com- 
ing in close contact with it. Such 
a voice costs its possessor friends 
and much of the society they 
might otherwise enjoy. 

The low, gentle musical voice 
draws people, makes listening 
pleasant and makes friends for 
its owner. That voice can be 
strong and powerful and as force- 
ful as the loudest, but it will al- 
ways attract other people and 
open doors to pleasant places. 

Too many of our children raise 
their voices to the cracking point, 
cracking both their voices and our 
ears.

That will bring their 
voices down sooner and more ef- 
fectively than all the shouting you 
can do. 

Speak to children in a quiet, 
pleasant tone. Keep the tone low 
enough to compel them to look at 
you and listen carefully to what 
you are saying. In that way they 
learn to listen and to regard what
